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PETE  TUMMINIA 


At  the  conclusion  of  the  1978  regular  season,  Pete 
Tumminia  had  accumulated  a 26-7-2  record  in  his  two 
years  as  a collegiate  coach.  In  1977  he  was  named 
NAIA  District  16  and  Area  II  “Coach  of  the  Year”  as  he 
guided  Avila  to  the  playoffs  in  its  first  year  of 
intercollegiate  play. 

Tumminia,  a St.  Louis  native,  was  an  All-State  playerat 
CBC  High  School  and  went  on  to  letter  four  times  at  the 
University  of  South  Florida.  During  his  collegiate 
career,  Pete  was  named  an  All-Conference  and  an  All- 
South  player. 

After  graduation,  he  was  the  Head  Coach  at  Rosary  (St. 
Louis)  High  School.  In  his  six  seasons  there,  he 
compiled  a 107-24-20  record,  won  6 tournament 
championships,  3 league  titles,  3 district  titles  and  a 
state  championship. 

Pete  and  his  wife,  Katie,  have  2 children,  Ian  and 
Damien. 

Assisting  Tumminia  in  the  training  of  goalkeepers  is 
Jack  Bell.  He  is  also  from  St.  Louis  and  performed  as  a 
Goalie  for  the  1972  Olympic  squad  that  travelled  to 
Munich,  West  Germany.  Jack  and  his  wife  have  one 
daughter. 


In  only  two  years  the  Avila  College  soccer  team  has 
grown  from  an  idea  to  a nationally  ranked  program.  In 
1977  Coach  Pete  Tumminia  took  15  freshmen  and  2 
junior  college  transfers  and  fielded  a 10-3-2  team  that 
claimed  third  in  the  NAIA  District  16  play-offs.  With  the 
nucleus  of  the  77  returning  team  and  the  addition  of  7 
freshmen  and  2 transfers,  the  1978  team  finished  the 
regular  season  with  a 16-4  record  and  were  seeded 
second  in  the  District  16  playoffs.  The  team  was  also 
ranked  7th  in  the  Final  NAIA  Top  Ten. 

Tumminia’s  young  kickers  outscored  their  opponents 
60-11,  while  recording  11  shut  outs.  It  is  also 
noteworthy  that  through  two  full  seasons,  no  team  has 
scored  3 goals  in  a game  against  them. 

The  1978  squad  won  the  Cowboy  Invitational  hosted 
by  Hardin-Simmons  in  Abilene,  Texas,  and  wins 
against  such  teams  as  Midwestern  State  (TX),  Air 
Force,  Colorado  College,  and  Columbia  have  kept 
Avila  among  the  top  10  the  entire  season. 

Avila’s  losses  were  at  the  hands  of  Number  1 ranked 
Quincy  (2-1)  Number  5 Rockhurst  (2-0),  Alabama  (1-0) 
and  McKendree  (IL)  (2-1).
